FEATHERLESS 


MINAH BIRDS 


. Is the Kauai breed of mynah birds to 
be transformed into a feetherless tribe 
because of the effort to kill the Ian- 
tana? Assessor Pratt is telling a story 
•which cropped out at the recent meet- 
Ing jot the Board of Equalization, and 
which whether true or otherwise is. 
decidedly interesting. 


According to the story told at this 


meeting the Kauai people are making 
an effort to stamp out the lantana in- 
dependent of toe work carried on by 
the Territorial 
Entomologist. 'The 


blight which has been Imported for this 
purpose is, It Is reported, spreading 
quite "rapidly, but has suddenly devel- 
oped an enemy which threatens its de- 
struction before the lantana Is entirely 
annihilated. The mynah birds are very 
fond of the little insects which prey 
upon the lantana, and eat them when- 
ever found. 
Lately, however, it h*» 


been discovered that the blight is af- 
fecting the mynah birds rather qneer- 
ly, as well, and many of them are loe-, 
ing their feathers. Some of the people 
on the island trace a connection be- 
tween the two and say that either the 
fight on lactana will bare to be aband- 
oned, or else clothes must be provided 
for the mvnah birds. So far nothing 
has been done, and further develop- 
ments are anxiously awaited. 


Both Prof. Koebele and Prof. Perking 


are inclined to doubt the troth of the 
Kaua! story, and say that the prospect- 
ive tribe of featherless mj-nah birds 
cannot be dne to the blight sent out by 
the Agricultural Department, as none 
bad been forwarded to Kaus.i. Ther 
do say. however, th.«t the promlpcuons 
and unskilled attempt* beltifr made in 
various parts of the If lands to kill 
lantana |g likely to re-suit in more harm 
than grood. By Introducing pests whith 
may kill the lantana, there IB dan per 
alro tb&t, though. vucoes*ful In this. 
the p«*t may aluo prey upon tragw 
cane and other *pec$e* of plant life.

Rev. 
Canon Weymouth of Lahaina 


recently received an interesting letter 
from Dr. Sereno E. Bishop of Honolulu 
relative to the sharp earthquake at La- 
halnaluna in 1870, from which the 
News has kindly been allowed to make 
the following extracts: ' 
• "Early in 1870, at Lahalnaluna, th 
house in which I had lived for nearly 
five years was badly ^shattered by an 
earthquake, the center of which was 
judged to be a little west Of Lanal 
That older house was probably bull 
by Rev. Lorrin Andrews, the fonnde 
of the school, about 1833. 


"We rebuilt it of wood, using the old 


stone basement, and the flooring of the 
old house, as far as H could be mad' 
use of in various ways. That flooring 
was apparently of Australian Eucalyp 
tus. The carpenter and mason em 


was Thomas, ForsythV who, 
, died recently on East Maul.; 


'I hope that the occupants of th< 


house wfere caused no severe distress 
by the fire—also that a fin« large Cool 
(or Norfolk)) pine which I planted 
escaped destruction. 


"Very singularly, neither of the other 


two stone buildings there were seri- 
ouoly damaged by that earthquake. I 
judged that owing to the nearness of 
my house to the brink of the ravine 
the vibration of the earth there endei 
with violence, like the snapper of a 
whip lash. A few buildings in Lahaina 
suffered slight cracks—and I believe 
there were one or two such, cases: in 
Honolulu. The earthquake occurred in 
the middle of the night, and •was truly 
distressing to the nerves, so that the 
slightest earth tremor would send us 
flying outdoors. Several light tremors 
occurred for a week or two subse- 
quent"—Maul News.

WILL NOT AVAIL. 


One of the most peculiar exhibitions 


of grab bag legislation was that given 
by the lower house at the close, of last 
week when nearly $75,000 was forced 
into the Emergency appropriation, bill, 
no one objecting to'the Items because 
each seemed to have a pet scheme. 
Roads, -wharves, bridges, bulldinge, 
everything was put on except substan- 
tial Territorial improvements, the Idea 
seemingly being to fix up the counties. 


It would appear that the legislators 


might with profit weigh conditions be- 
fore burdening a measure with ab- 
solutely impossible items. The very bill 
on which the items were placed carries 
a-'Proviso that no contract of more 
than J500 may be let" without advertis- 
ing. Do the merry members -expect 
that one office can prepare all the plans 
and specifications, advertise and "let 
contracts and have the work completed 
by June 30 when the appropriations will 
lapse? If so they are certainly an ex- 
tremely credulous lot those same legis- 
lators.

For new work it is impracticable that 
It be undertaken. Such a thing cannot 
be done. With only six weeks remain-. 
tog to do all the work ordered would 
call for ten times the force now placed 
to the Public Works Department But 
these considerations did not affect the 
members.

The largest^orie, rest- 
ing on the ground, is 18 inches long and 24 inches in circumference at 
ie center. The others are from 14 to 16 inches long1 and weigh 
Tom 10 to 15 pounds apiece. It is doubtful if any other plantation

The colony was 
organized in 1898 by farmera from Southern California and is now a 
standing evidence of the success that can, be attained by .American, 
farmera in a .tropical climate. Fruits and vegetables having thrived 
so weD in tie short period since the colony was established an addi- 
tional industry in the way of cattle raising and dairying has Tecmtly 
been attempted, the nutritious grass of the meadows and foothills and 
the. abundance of mountain water, • which is accessible in all seasons

Professor B. C. L. Perkins has been acting as Commissioner of 


Agriculture and Territorial Entomologist for four months and 
longer but can't get paid for it because he happens to be a British 
subject. When Wray Taylor left on his Vacation about four months 
ago Mr. Perkins agreed to act in his place! "Previous to that he had 
been acting as entomologist in place of Professor A. Koebele while 
he was hunting lantana bugs in Mexico. .Mr. Perkins also heFd in 
his own name the position of plant inspector for which the gov- 
ernment pays the paltry salary of eighty-five' dollars a month. 


For more than four months Professor Perkins has been filling 


all three positions and it required his time both day and'night in tht- 
service of the government ; As plant inspector he is compelled 
to be here when all ships arrive and examine vegetation before it is 
given a chance to spread any pests in. these already pest-ridden 
Islands. 
There is no incidental fund at the disposal of the office 


and the inspector has to pay his expenses out of his salary. 


Professor Perkins is able to draw his salary as plant inspector 


bnt it has been made known to him that no salary can be paid him 
as acting agricultural commissioner or entomologist because he 
isn't an American citizen and_it might establish a bad precedent. 
Professor Perkins has not made a demand for salary as yet, and 
probably may not do so in view of the ruling already made, 
H$ 


is of the opinion any way that republics are notoriously ungrateful 
and is working as much for love of the work as for anything else. 


He had no agreement with Wray Taylor when the latter left 


on his vacation, as Taylor said he intend'ed to remain away only 
nineteen days, and Perkins offered to take charge of the office dun 5/5 
that absence, as he was already engaged in filling Koebele's place' 
as entomologist. 


Xo one has drawn Wray Taylor's salary since his departure and 


the appropriation will simply lapse, unless it is turned over to Per- 
kins as his successor. 


Professor Perkins h.os been a resident of the United State* for 


twelve years and more, and has been intending to become an Amer- 
ican citizen for months past 
He would have been naturalized some 


months ago bnt the load of dntfe» piled upon his head in the absence 
of the agricultural officials prevented him from doing; this.' 


In any event Perkins doesn't appear to be worrying much be- 


cause of tbe ingratitnde of the government and if he doesn't get paid 
doe* not intend to Peek redrea* in the courts as other government 
officials have been doing. 


Professor Perkins is still acting as Commiasioner of Agricul- 


ture, though be has tamed over hi« duties as government entomolo- 
pst to Koebele. 
He is performing the duties of the office, though 


under tbe new forestry.law it appears to have been abolished and 
put under tbe control of the recently appointed COKmission. There 
isn't any money in the old appropriation at present and neither 
Perkins nor the ne-»r board will have anything to spend until the 
legislature act*.

Mr. Smith says that the average loss 


in this .Territory through tbe depreda- j 
lions of lns«ct pests far exceeds the 
average fcf other districts of the coun- 
try. The vast number of Injurious sp«- 
ciea present here is one of the great«*t 
obstacles in the development of Ha-1' 
walian agriculture. The larg« areas of 
uncultivated land giv* tbe i>*»u tuy 
restricted opportunity to develop in 
numbers sufficient to di»courag« the 
cultivation of plant* in tbe vicinity of 
such areas. A more complete cultiva- 
tion will help to solve this side of tht 
problem. The Insects hav* b«en intro- 
duced from abroad. Tbe fruit Industry 
is not u yet developed to any impor- 
tance.

Agriculture and Territorial Entomologist for fonr months and 
longer but can't get paid for it because ie happens to be a British 
subject When Wray Taylor left on hia Vacation about four months 
ago Mr. Perkins agreed to act in his placet" Previous to that he had 
been acting as entomologist in place of'Professor A. Koebele While 
he was hunting lantana bugs in MexicoV Mr. Perkins also heTtf In 
his own name the position of plant inspector for which the gov- 
ernment pays the paltry salary of eighty/flve dollars a month. 


For more than four months Professor Perkins has been filling 


all three positions and it required his time both day and'night in tb 
service of the government ; As plant inspector be is compelled 
to be here when all ships arrive and examine vegetation before it is 
given a chance to spread any pests in these already pest-ridden 
Isfemds. 
There is no incidental fund at the disposal of the office 


and the inspector has to pay his expenses out of his salary. 


Professor Perkins is able to draw his salary as plant inspector 


but it has been made known to him that no salary can be paid him 
as acting agricultural commissioner or entomologist because he 
isn't an American citizen and it might establish a bad precedent 
Professor Perkins has not made a demand for salary' as yet, and 
probably may not do so in view of the ruling already made, 
He 


is of the opinion any way that republics are notoriously ungrateful 
and is working as much for love of the work as for anything else. 


He had no agreement with Wray Taylor when the latter left 


on his vacation, as Taylor said he intended to remain away only 


, nineteen days-, and Perkins offered to take charge of the office dnr. 13 
| that absence, as be was already engaged in filling Koebele's plac« 
as entomologist.

No one has drawn Wray Taylor's salary since his departure and 


the appropriation will simply tepse, unless it is turned over to Per- 
kins as his successor. 
• 


Professor Perkins has been a resident of the United States for 


twelve years and more, and has been intending to become an Amer- 
ican citizen for months past 
He wouJd have been naturalized some 


months ago but the load of dotie» piled upon his head in the absence 
of the agricultural officials prevented him from doing this. -.-" 


In any event Perkins doesn't appear to be worrying mnch be- 


cauf»e of the ingratitude of the government and if he doesn't get paid 
does not intend to seek redrewi ip the courts a* other government 
officials have been doing. 


Profewwr Perkins is still acting as Commissioner of Agricul- 


ture, though he has turned orer his duties as government entomolo- 
gist to Koebele. He ig performing the duties of the office, though 
under the new forestry,law it appears to have been abolished and 
put under the controf of the f&ently appointed co»mi*ikm.
